For more than 
15 years they have been a 
pearing in Jeading theaters a 
concert halls in Latin America 
Asia, Europe and North Ameri- 
ca, as well as on top-rated ré 
dio and television shows in this 
country. Their record albums 
are best sellers. 

Los Indios Tabajaras will ap- 
pear at Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity’s local campus Satur- 
day, Feb. 20, at 8 p.m. in Meri- 
dian Hall of the University Cen- 
ter. An Artist-Lecture Series 
attraction, the program is open 
to the public, admission free. 

Children of Chief 

The transition of Los Indios 
Tabajaras began when two boys 
were living’ in their native state 
of Ceara, two of 30 children of 
a Tabajaras chief, Mitanga 

Walking one day along a path 
in the forest, Mussapere, the 
third son, and Herundy, the 
next oldest, came upon a guitar 
presumably abandoned by a 
white man, Totally ignorant of 
what it was, the boys took it 
home and: hid it for several 
weeks. 

Eventually they, worked up 
the courage to touch it and 
were fascinated by its sounds. 

They subsequently learned to 
accompany themsleves in sing- 
ing their native songs.

Released in 1957 under the 
ttile, “Sweet and Savage,” it 


The lead 
tune in the album was “Maria 
Elenea,” destined to make 
them famous. 

It happened by chance. In the

The tune was played freqently 
on the program and inquiries 
poured in, RCA reissued the 
track as a single record and it 
pushed Los Indios Tabajaras to

Suit Seeks $18,650 
Return to Madison 


A suit seeking to reclaim 
$18,650 for taxpayers was filed 
late Thursday against the City 
of Madison by Gerald Moss, a 
Madison businessman, in Mad- 
ison County Circuit Court. 


The suit alleges that the city 
illegally paid fees to the An- 
drew Gitchoff Agency of Gran- 
ite City as the agent for locat- 
ing purchasers or lessees in the 
development of the Stephen 
Maeras Industrial Park and for 
city property on the Missouri 
side of the old Chain of Rocks 
Bridge. 

Moss, owner of the Ill-Pac 
Coast Transport Co,, chal- 
lenged the payments after the 
last one made in April, 1970, 
and after the City Council had 
appointed him and Leo Abel 
an employe of his firm, to in- 
vestigate.

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Johnston May Again Garner Consulting 
Engineer Work from City Government 


City council action on selec- 
tion of a consulting engineer- 
ing firm to handle the planning 
and engineering for construc- 
tion of a new Granite City sec- 
ondary sewage treatment plant 
is expected in a regular session 
of the council at 8 o'clock to- 
night. 

The possibility that the issue 
may be a highly controversial 
one was indicated in reports 
that recommendations will be 
made to retain a firm headed 
by David J. Johnston-of East 
St. Louis, a former Granite 
City consulting engineer. 

Johnston served as consult- 
ing engineer in Granite City in 
early 1960s. 

A split between members of 


the council’s Pollution .Plant 
Committee, which interviewed 
representatives of at least six 
firms bidding for the engineer- 
ing work on the project, was 
reported today, with the likeli- 
hood that a minority report will 
be made by Charles Moerlien, 
retiring alderman of the Fifth 
Ward. The Pollution Plant 
Committe is made up of Al- 
derman Steve Basarich as 
chairman, Alderman Claude 
Green and Moerlien. 
Contract Being Cited 

Selection of an engineering 
firm for construction of the sec- 
ondary treatment plant and a 
system of interceptor sewers 
already is in dispute over the 
question of whether or not the 


city is legally bound to give 
the work to Research Planning 
& Design Associates of St. 
Louis. 

That firm, through its presi- 
dent, Kenneth Kleberger, main- 
tains that the city’s contract 
for consulting work with Re- 
search Planning entitles Re- 
search Planning to’ the job. 

Water Franchise Negotiated 

The proposed treatment plant 
and interceptor sewers will cost 
an estimated $7.5 million and 
must be completed by Dec. 31, 
1973 under an edict of the IIli- 
nois Environmental Protection 
Agency, which has stepped up 
requirements of water pollu- 
tion, controls in communities 
along the Mississippi River. 


The council also is scheduled 
to begin consideration of a pro- 
posed water franchise for the 
East St. Louis & Interurban 
Water Co. which has been 
worked out in a series of recent 
meetings by a committee 
headed by Alderman Gerald 
Parmley. 

The city has been without a 
franchise since 1947. A. proposal 
for a franchise for the water 
company was defeated by the 
council in 1967. 

The agreement now reached 
between the committee and the 
water. company would provide 
savings of $100,000 to the city 
during the next five years. 

It would give the city serv- 
ices and water supplies worth 


about $20,000 per year for the 
first five years, with subse- 
quent service and water worth 
about $18,000 per year for the 
next 25 years. 

The proposal, if accepted by 
the council, would be retroac- 
tive to Jan. 1 and would pro- 
vide free water to the city hall, 
the city garage, library, civil 
defense headquarters and three 
fire stations. 

Other provisions call for every 
fourth fire hydrant to be rent 
free, and for installation of a 
certain number of fire hydrants 
without cost to the city. The 
water company ‘also would re- 
place 19 old fire hydrants, a 
project that would cost the 
ctiy $11,400.

Total operating expenses 
budgeted for the current year 
amount ot $1,279,775 in the gen- 
eral fund. In addition, the ap- 
propriation provides for expen- 
diture of $10,000 for liability 
insurance, $55,000 for the mu- 
nicipal retirement fund, $14,000 
for auditing and $140,000 for 
election expenses. 

For Special Election 

The appropriation ‘for elec- 
tion expense was included in 
the bill because Governor Rich- 
ard B. Ogilvie has called a spe- 
cial primary and runoff elec- 
tion to replace the four present 
trustees. 

The governor maintains that 
the trusteeships have been au- 
tomatically vacated by the cir- 
cuit court conviction of the 
board members on charges of 
misconduct in office. 

On the basis of budget fig- 
ures approved by the board of 
trustees, the district had a defi- 
cit of $250,628 in the general 
fund at the beginning of the 
current fiscal year Jan. 1. 

Tax collections during the 
current year are projected at 
$34,099 in undistributed 1969 
taxes, plus $1,046,452 in 1970 
taxes due for collection this 
summer, or tota} tax income of 
$1,080,551. 

The Jan. 1 deficit of $250,628 
applied against the expected tax 
income leayes a balance of 
$820,923. 

Of this amount, $800,000 must 
be used to redeem tax anticipa- 
tion warrants sold during 1970, 
leaving the district only $29,923 
remaining income during the 
1971 year.

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Abel Files Suit 
Against Owners 
Of Mal Landfill 


A suit seeking a judgment to- 
taling $1,637,000 in actual dam- 
ages plus $500,000 in punitive 
damages was filed Friday for 
Leo Abel, former partner and 
operator of the Mal Landfill, 
against owners of the property 
in Madison County Circuit 
Court at Edwardsville. 

The defendants are listed as 
William W. Miller, Mayor John 
E, Lee of Venice, the city of 
Madison, the First National 
Bank in Madison and Mrs. Ni- 
gel Maeras, widow and admin- 
istratrix of the estate of the late 
Mayor Stephen Maeras of Mad- 
ison. 

The complaint 
Mayor Lee was 
Abel's interests in the landfill 
with the payment of $10,000, 
which allegedly was never paid. 

It also claims that from 1967 
until March 4, 1969, Mayor 
Maeras pressured Abel to in- 
corporate the landfill and pro- 
vide Maeras with 25% of the 
corporate stock in return for 
continuing to permit the city of 
Madison to place its refuse at 
the landfill. Abel claims that 
Mayor Maeras became a secret 
partner. 

Abel alleges that the Madison 
bank and the other defendants 
used dispersed assets without 
proper authorization and to un- 
authorized recipients to the 
plaintiff's damage in the sum 
of $100,000. 

Abel claims that he was co- 
erced and removed from the 
business by Maeras to his dam- 
age in the extent of $537,000. 

The complaint asks that the 
court order an accounting of all 
profits and receipts by the de- 
fendants from the operation or 
sale of the landfill, and that the 
investment of any profits be dis- 
tributed equitably to Abel. 

The suit was filed for Abel by 
the Jaw firm of Durr & Durr of 
Edwardsville. 


Referral Plan 


For Services 
To Children 


Several Quad-Cityans are 
working to develop a central 
referral office. The non-profit 
organization, tentatively known 
as National Referral Services 
for Children, plans to provide 
service to the Granite City, 
Alton, Edwardsville and East 
St. Louis areas, centralizing 
information for referral of all 
children in need of medical and 
financial aid to the correct 
source of help for individual 
problems. 

The organization is willing to 
assist all charitable organiza- 
tions in referring their appli- 
cants to the correct agency, it 
was announced. The founding 
group includes Mrs. Barbara 
Blackburn and Leo Lipe of 
Granite City. 

Main functign of the referral 
office will be to eliminate “red 
tape” for all concerned, it was 
noted. Organizational fees will 
be used for administrative costs 
only. 

“Each organization submit- 
ting applicants would get com- 
plete credit for all data re- 
ceived through the referral sys- 
tem,” Mrs. Blackburn said. 

“Since this service is just in 
the planning stages, we have 
no idea as yet to the cost. “But 
we would like to know if the 
concerned areas and individual 
families are interested in this 
type of office and would help in 
supporting it. 

“We have at our disposal now 
several services available, in- 
cluding ears, eyes, nose, throat, 
burns, leukemia and crippling 
childten’s diseases. Eventually, 
we anticipate an extension of 
our services to everyone, re- 
gardless of age. But in order 
to begin somewhere, we will 
commence with a children’s

Proposed Postal Increases Expected to 
Raise 1972 Fiscal Income $1.45 Billion 


Postmasters of the Quad-City 


-area said today proposed new 


postal rate increases will place 
the nation’s postal system on a 
sound financial basis and shift 
more of the costs from taxpay- 
ers generally to those who use 
the mails the most. 

They explained that recent 
Postai Service proposals sub- 
mitted this month to the Postal 
Rate Commission would yield 
additional- revenues of $1.45 bil- 
lion during fiscal 1972, starting 
July 1. 

The proposals call for in- 
creases in virtually all mail 
categories except parcel post. 

If the Rate Commission does 
not present to the Governors of 
the Postal Service a recom- 
mended decision on rate 
changes within 90 days, it is 
anticipated that a temporary 
rate increase will be put into 
effect by the Postal Service, 
the postmasters said. 

They pointed out that higher 
rates had been sought by the 
Post Office Department under 
both the current and previous 
administrations, but no action 
was taken, 

8 Cents for Letters 

In addition to the long- 
standing Postal Service pro- 
posal for a 2-cent boost for let- 
ters from 6 to 8 cents, adver- 
tising mail (regular bulk rate 
third-class) would be increased 
to a minimum of 5 cents per 
piece, plus additional increases 
for heavier weights. 

Substantial increases also are 
proopsed for magazines, news- 
papers and other categories of 
second-c mail. These rather 
steep increases will be phased 
in over five years to soften the 
impact on the mailers 

Other highlights of the pro- 
posal: 

‘Airmail rates would go up a 
penny, from 10 to 11 cents, and 
airmail cards, from 8 to 9 cents 
each 

If temporary rates are placed 
into effect, post cards will go 
from 5 to 6 cents although the 
proposal provides for a full in- 
crease to 7 cents h. 

Concerning ‘Priori 
packages weighing more than 
12 ounces and receiving first- 
class treatment — higher rates

Second Class Increase 

Regular second-class publica- 
tions—those mailed for delivery 
outside’ the publisher's county, 
excluding certain categories— 
will be raised 1.9 cents per 
piece: plus higher advertising 
rates ranging from 9.1 to 20.9 
cents per pound. Non-advertis- 
ing will be at a new rate of 7.2 
cents per pound. 

Controlled circulation publi- 
cations — usually periodicals 
without subscription fees mailed 
to specific audiences or mar- 
kets—face an increase in only 
their minimum per piece rate 
to 5 cents from the existing 3.8 
cents postage fee. The pound 
rate remains the same. 

In third-class, the rates for 
single pieces—often a circular 
or small parcel—would rise to 8 
cents for the first 2 ounces and 
the fee for each additional 
ounce would be raised from 2 
to 4 cents under the permanent- 
rate proposal. 

Mailers holding bulk third- 
class permits would find their 


rates per pound raised from 16 
and 22, to 22 and 28 cents per 
pound, respectively, when ‘the 
proposal is fully effected, and 
the minimum-per-piece charge 
would be raised to 5 cents. 

Special delivery and regis- 
tered mail fees would both. be 
increased. The minimum fee for 
@ special delivery letter would 
rise from 45 to 60 cents, while 
the rate fof registered mail 
valued up to $100 would be in- 
creased from 80 to 95 cents 
under the. proposal. There 
would be‘proportiohate hikes in 
the fees for shipments regis- 
tered at higher values. 

When the proposed domestic 
changes go into effect, similar 
increases in letter mail rates to 
Canada and Mexico are planned. 

Expected Yield 

The total yield under the pro- 
posal, when fully efective, is 
estimated at $2,125.8 million, in- 
cluding all of the rates to be 
phased over a period of years. 

In the first year $670_million 
of the $2,125.8 million would be 
provided from appropriations 
by Congress under the. Postal 
Reorganization Act. 

‘About 80 per cent of the na‘ 
tion’s mail volume of nearly 90 
billion pieces in fiscal year 1972 
will be business-type mail, and 
the bulk of the increase would 
be borne by these users.

Debates over the financing of 
a crossing light at the school 
have been continuing since the 
tragedy.

The year 1971 will be a mile- 
stone for the world’s largest 
Sportsmen's association. It will 
mark the 100th birthday of the 
National Rifle Association, 
which was founded in 1871 by a 
group of National Guard officers 
to foster marksmanship among 
the citizenry. 

In the century since its birth 
the organization has grown 
spectacularly. More than one 
million Americans, who believe 
in the constitutional rights of 
citizens to keep and use fire- 
arms for legitimate purposes, 
are on the rolls of the NRA. 

In their company have been 
outstanding countrymen like 
Presidents U. S. Grant and 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. Citizens 
from all walks of life—doctors, 
lawyers, legislators, governors, 
military men, clerks, business- 
men—make up the membership 
of the Association. 

NRA Goals 

Its goals are essentially the 
same today as they were at its 
founding. It is an independent 
non-profit organization support- 
ed by its members. 

Its purposes are to educate 
public-spirited citizens; in the 
safe and efficient use of small 
arms for pleasure and protec- 
tion; to foster firearms accu- 
‘racy and safety in law enforce- 
ment agencies, in the armed 
services, and among citizens 
subject to military duty; and to 
further the public welfare and 
national defense. 

The NRA takes the bedrock 
stand that law-abiding Ameri- 
cans are constitutionally enti- 


| tled to the ownership and legal 





| use of firearms. 


Marksmanship Training 

In its embryonic days the 
NRA initiated. civilian marks- 
manship training and young 
shooters’ training. It was ac- 
tive in the establishment of the 
National Board for the Promo- 
tion of Rifle Practice, which 
came into being in 1903, and 
since that year in the operation 
of the National Rifle and Pistol 
matches, 

The organization originated 
the nationwide hunter safety 


training program and home fire- 
arms safety courses. It is also 
the certifying agency for in- 
structors in marksmanship and 
firearms safety, training coun- 
selors and tournament referees. 

NRA officials and members 
work closely with government, 
civic and fraternal organiza- 
tions in the promotion of fire- 
arms safety. NRA officers and 
staff members have worked for 
years with congressional com- 
mittees and subcommittees in 
formulating appropriate _fire- 
arms legislation. 


NRA Influence 


The influence of the National 
Rifle Association is not restrict- 
ed to the United States. As the 
governing body of U. S. compet- 
itive rifle and pistol shooting, 
the NRA is the agency respon- 
sible for selecting and. training 
U, S. target shooting teams 
which compete in the Olympics, 
world shooting championships, 
Pan American Games and the 
world moving target champion- 
ships. 

It is a member of the Inter- 
national Shooting Union, a 
world-wide federation of sports 
shooting organizations, which 
governs competitive marksman- 
ship between nations. 

In 1970 the NRA hosted the 
40th world shooting champion- 
ships on behalf of the U. S. at 
Phoenix, Ariz. It was the third 
time since the inauguration of 
this major target shooting: com- 


petition between nations that the’ 


matches had been held in this 
country. The event drew nearly 
70 competitors from 50 nations, 
competing in 54 individual and 
team matches. 

Many special events will be 
‘held bythe NRA and its affili- 
ated clubs and state associa- 
tions in honor of the centennial 
during the year.

revenue for the general fund to 
the $829,923 figure. 

Expenditures out of the gen- 
eral fund, including the $140,000 
in election expenses, are esti- 
mated at $1,419,775, or $589,851 
more than the maximum poten- 
tial income. 

Payments on bond principal 
and ‘interest during _1971 are 
estimated at $1,036,475. These 
payments bring the levee dis- 
trict’s overall outlay during the 
1971 year to $2,535,250. 

Separate Bond Tax 

A separate tax levy is ex- 
tended by the county clerk’s 
office for funds to pay the bond 
obligations. Such a tax rate is 
authorized by past bond issues 
without new bond and interest 
levies by the board. 

A breakdown of budget fig- 
ures shows that of the general 
fund expenditures estimated at 
$1,419,775, a total of $860,400 is 
earmarked for salaries, mainte- 
nance labor and contract labor. 

Budget departmental totals 
include projected expenditures 
of $628,850 for project costs, 
$289,925 in administration costs, 
$56,550 in engineering costs, 
$373,450 for general mainte- 
nance and $71,000 for the police 
department.

“The Secretary of the Army 
wishes to inform you that your 
husband, Sgt. Ronald “E. Labo- 
ray Sr., was wounded in action 
in Vietnam on Feb. 13 by frag- 
ments while on a combat op- 
eration, when a booby trap 
detonated. 

“He received wounds to the 
body resulting in loss of both 
eyes, traumatic amputation 
with surgical cémpletion of the 
left arm below the elbow and 
a fractured tibia (lower leg 
bone). 

“A trachiotomy has been per- 
formed, The attending physician 
reports no brain damage. He 
has been placed on the serious- 
ly ill list and in the judgment 
of the attending physician there 
is cause for concern but no 
imminent danger to life. 

“Be assured that the best 
medical facilities and doctors 
have been made available and 
every measure is being taken 
to aid him. He is hospitalized 
in Vietnam.” 

Some concern about the va- 
lidity of the telegram initially 
was expressed by the family, a 
sister-in-law of the serviceman 
said today. 

The message, hand-printed on 
a Western Union telegram form, 
was delivered to the Laboray 
home’ by a taxi driver yester- 
day, who said the wire was re- 
layed here through the Mount 
Vernon office. 

Telegram Verified 

The family contacted the 
Granite City Army Depot where 
guthorities at first failed to 
confirm the telegram from 
Washington, .D. C. Later at- 
tempts by Chaplain Capt. John 
Paul Jones of the Depot staff 
resulted in verification of the 
telegram’s origin and_ legiti- 
macy. 

Sgt. Laboray entered the 
Army 18 months ago. He re- 
ceived basic and advanced in- 
fantry training at Fort Ord, 
Calif., was graduated from Non- 
Commissioned Officers School 
at Fort Benning, Ga., and had 
additional training at Fort Hood, 
Texas. 

For one month prior to de- 
patture for Vietnam, he was 
stationed at the Granite City 
Army Depot. 

The Army sergeant is a 1968 
graduate of Granite City High 
School. He was employed at 
American Zinc Co., in Sauget, 
Ill, before enlisting in the serv- 
ice. He is a member of St. 
“John United Church of Christ.

Coordinated Youth Service Expanding ~ 
Counseling with Professional Aid 


By VALERIE EVENDEN

Communication and aware- 
ness are key: factors in the suc- 
cessful program carried out in 
the Quad-Citfes by the Coordi- 
nated Youth Service (CYS), an 
agency of the Uhited Fund, 
whose sole purpose is to pro- 
vide assistance to troubled 
youth, 

In recent months, the extent 
of services available to area 
youth through the CYS pro 
gram has been expanded to in- 
clude’ additional qualified per- 
sonnel on the counseling staff 
at the CYS office, 1255 Niedring- 
‘haus Ave. 

Drawn from area universities, 
the youth counseling assistants 
are working here under the cq- 
pable direction of Dr. Virginia 
R. Moore, Practicum (Counsel- 
ing) director and coordinator of 
the College Student Personnel 
Program at Southern Illinois 
University - Southwestern cam- 
pus. 

Dr. Moore, an assistant pro- 
fessor in SIU-SW Counseling 
Education Department, is a 
former assistant dean of stu- 
dents at both the Carbondale 


and Southwestern campuses of 
SIU. 

The educator coordinates the 
comprehensive. guidance  pro- 
gram which avails to local 
youth the expertise of counsel- 
ing specialists from the cam- 
puses of SIU-SW, SIU-Carbon- 
dale and St. Louis University. 

Willing to Listen 

Communication and the abil- 
ity to show that someone cares 
and is willing to listen are 
priceless assets when dealing 
with youngsters who, as surely 
as their adult counterparts, 
sincerely believe their problems 
are unique and without parallel, 
Dr. Moore related. 

Counseling specialists involved 
in the practicum series at the 
CYS office not only work close- 
ly with juveniles referred for 
counseling but with parents, the 
coordinator advised. 

Many problems involving ju- 
veniles stem from a poor par- 
ent-child relationship, Dr. Moore 
noted. This breakdown in fam- 
ily affinity frequently develops 
from “the parents fear and in- 
ability to say ‘no ’to their kids,” 
the educator pointed out. 

Perhaps the most prevalent 
cause of basic juvenile delin- 
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quency, ranging from habitual 
truancy to more serious offens- 
es against society, results from 
the lack of a real parent-child 
relationship, Dr, Moore com- 
mented. : 

“Don’t Understand” 

The most common complaint 
by parents interviewed at the 
CYS office is ‘I can’t seem to 
get through to them,” and from 
the young people —“‘They just 
don’t understand,” the counsel- 
ing director stressed. 

Among several judicial and 
youth services leaders in this 
area, whose recommendations 
for a counseling program are 
now being implemented by Co- 
ordinated Youth Services, was 
contained in a proposal voiced 
by Judge Joseph Kelleher. 

‘The judge who has had much 
experience in hearing cases in- 
volving young law offenders 
noted the usual procedure of 
fining, judging or sentencing 
these offenders was not really 
solving the problem, C. A. 
“Bud” MacMillan, CYS execu- 
tive director, explained. 

Judge Kelleher felt a differ- 
ent approach in reaching and 
helping the young people was 
needed. Working in conjunction 
with local juvenile officers, the 
court official now evaluates all 
circumstances surrounding each 
case which involves a juvenile 
offender and makes a decision 
on how the offender should be 
handled. 

Refers for Counseling 

It he feels the youth can be 
helped by a counseling situa- 
tion, the juvenile is referred to 
Coordinated Youth Services. 
The counseling program is flex- 
ible and subject to change if the 
need arises, MacMillan said. 

Communication and feedback 
are highly essential in the team- 
work required to present a com- 
plete assessment on each coun- 
selee and to decide whether or 
not continued counseling- ses- 
sions will prove beneficial, it 
was learned. 

Recommendations to judicial 
authorities concerning "future 
disposition of juvenile offenders, 
referred by the court for coun- 
seling, are determined by Dr. 
Moore. 

Her recommendation invari- 
ably specifies whether continued 
counseling is advisable as op- 
posed to confinement or other 
forms of punishment. 

Decisions are based on con- 
sultations between staff mem- 
bers —those familiar with the 
individual case — supplemented 
with personal interviews with 
the juvenile in question, con- 
ducted by the practicum direc- 
tor, the CYS officer explained. 

Extensive Background 

Dr. Moore brings an exten- 
sive background in educational 
psychology and counseling to 
the prevention and control of ju- 
venile delinquency program 
now in full force in the Quad- 
Cities, MacMillan said. 

“She also gives tremendous 
personal effect to this program 
and to related problem areas 
handled by our local CYS of- 
fice,” the agency official added. 

The practicum director re- 
ceived her bachelor and master 
of science degrees in Education 
from Central Missouri State Col” 
lege, at Warrensburg, Mo., and 
her doctorate degree in Educa- 
tion from the University of Illi- 
nois, Champaign-Urbana. 

Dr. Moore is a former high 
school teacher at Houstonia, 
Mo., Bridgeport, Neb., and a 
teacher-counselor in the Holden,

Mo., and Riverview Gardens, 
Mo., school systems. 

In the mid-1950’s she was an 
instructor .and residence hall 
counselor at Kansas State Uni- 
versity and later was. appointed 
coordinator of guidance and 
specialized services in the Uni- 
versity City School District. 

The educator joined the SIU- 
SW faculty in 1964 as assistant 
director of student affairs and 
from 1966 to 1968 served as as- 
sistant dean of students at SIU- 
Carbondale campus. She re- 
joined the SIU-SW faculty as 
Practicum director and. coordi- 
nator of college student person- 
nel program in 1968. 

In 1961, Dr. Moore published 
a paper on the study of non- 
verbal behavior in group coun- 
seling, which appeared in com- 
pilation of research on group 
counseling under the direction 
of the U. S, Office of Education.

“Crying For Help” 

Most youngsters generally re- 
garded as juvenile delinquents 
are “crying out for help in one 
form or another,” Dr. Moore 
said, pointing out that incorigi- 
ble ‘misbehavior frequently is 
a plea for help and a means of 
gaining attention. : 

The counseling expert stressed 
that an inability to read is a 
severe stumbling block to a 
teenager or younger child. 
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“He doesn’t know what is go- 
ing on-in the world and is un- 


able to learn about life and the j, 


problems he must face,” the 
doctor said. The child who can- 
not read is at a complete loss 
and knows only what someone 
tells him, or how he believes a 
situation should be without rela- 
ly knowing why, she explained. 

Dr. Moore said that special 
courses are available at SIU- 
SW for the teenager and even 
a younger child with a need for 
remedial reading. assistance. 

She stressed that any youth 
with a problem can call the 
Coordinated Youth Services of- 
fice, at 876-2383, and make an 
appointment to see a counselor. 

Evening hours can be ar- 
ranged for those .unable to 
come into the office during the 
daytime, she said, adding that 
the counseling service also is 
available to parents of trou- 
bled young people. 

Counseling services provided 
by Southern Illinois University 
staff members and intern spe- 
cialists as well as those from 
St. Louis University, are avail- 
able here without cost to local 
taxpayers or the coordinated 
Youth Services agency, Mac- 
Millan said. 

Community Benefits 

“The entire community bene- 
fits from the assistance offered 
us through the universities’ 
practicum program and we are 
extremely fortunate to have 
available here the specialized 
expertise of the individuals in- 
volved,” the CYS official stated.

Vadalabene Urges 
Re-Evaluation of 
State Pay Plan 


State Senator Sam M, Va- 
dalabene (D-Edwardsville) on 
Thursday introduced a joint 
resolution calling upon the 
State Director of Personnel to 
provide fairer and more ade- 
quate compensation for state 
employees after they reach 
steps five and above on the 
state pay plan. 

At the present time, four out 
of five state employes at step 
five do not receive yearly per- 
formance increases based on 
satisfactory work. “These em- 
ployes are forced to take a cut 
in pay for every day they work 
in inflationary times,” Vadala- 
bene said. At a time when the 
cost of living is rising, these 
employes find their paychecks 
remaining static. 

In order for step five em- 
ployees to advance on the pay 
scale, they must receive a “Su- 
perior Performance Increase.”” 
Only 20 per cent of an agency's 
employee roster is eligible in a 
fiscal year. 

Vadalabene proposed that the 
automatic satisfactory perform-, 
ance increase be granted year- 
ly to all employes on the seven- 
step pay plan, In addition, he 
proposed that superior perform- 
ance increases be granted to 
deserving employes. 

‘The present pay scale seri- 
ously affects an employe’s re- 
tirement benefits as well,’’ Va- 
dalabene said. The benefits are 
based on the total of the em- 
ploye’s earnings in his last five 
years. 

Vadalabene urged his fellow 
Senators to join him in sup 
porting a re-evaluation of the 
provisions of the state pay 
plan,

Early Hearings 
Set on Bill to 
Spur Employment 


Congressman Melvin Price 
(D-East St. Louis) has an- 
nounced plans to begin hearings 
on the Randolph-McFall Accel- 
erated Public Works Bill H.R. 
100 designed to create employ- 
ment in communities suffering 
inordinately high rates of un- 
employment. 

A -pump- priming proposal, 
first introduced in the House by 
Congressman John J. McFall 
(D-Calif.) and co-sponsored by 
Congressman Price, the propos- 
al was given momentum in the 
Senate last week when intro- 
duced by Senator Jennings Ran- 
doiph (D-W. Va.) Chairman, 
Senate: Public Works Commit- 
tee. Approximately 25 members 
of the Senate already have 
joined with Randolph in co 
sponsoring the proposal. 

Senator Randolph said that 
early hearings on the bill will 
be held in Washington and in 
several states. Senator Joseph 
Montoya (DN. Mex.) Chairman, 
Subcommittee on Economic De- 
velopment, will conduct hear- 
ings on the Accelerated Public 
Works proposal while also hold- 
ing hearings on other economic 
legislative proposals. Out-of-town 
hearings are scheduled for Feb. 
18-20, Raleigh, N. C.; March 
5-6, Memphis, Tenn.; April 1-3, 
Los Angeles, Calif.; April 5-6, 
Albuquerque and Santa Fe, New 
Mexico; April 14-15, Seattle, 
Wash.; and April 16-18, Anchor- 
age and Fairbanks, Alaska, 

Congressman Price urged la- 
bor unions, city and county of- 
ficials and contractor organiza- 
tions to consider sending a rep- 
resentative to testify al out-of- 
town hearings or the ones 
scheduled in Washington. Ar- 
rangements can be made by 
writing to Senator Jennings 
Randolph, Chairman, Senate 
Public Works Committee, New 
Senate Office Building, Wash- 
ington, D, C. 20515. 

Price signaled Randolph's ac- 
tions in scheduling hearings so 
early in the 92nd Congress as 
a major step in bringing the 
measure up for prompt consid- 
eration by the full Congres 
Price, concerned with the na- 
tion’s high unemployment rate, 
said that approximately 5.5 mil- 
lion unemployed in the nation’s 
labor market cannot wait for 
new programs or new economic 
concepts. 

To offer quick relief, he said 
the accelerated public works 
program is a test-proven meth- 
od of offering immediate help 
and called on newly-elected 
House Public Works Chairman, 
John Blatnik, to schedule early 
hearings in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. The .Congressman 
emphasized’ the need for a 
“crash program’’ to offer hard- 
hit communities assistance now 
to cope with the growing unem- 
ployment problems. 

Congresman Price joined with 
Randolph and McFall in stating, 
“We want to develop a new pro- 
gram of action to reach the goal 
‘of economic prosperity by meet- 
ing the new challenges of the 
1970's.” 

The Randolph- McFall bill, 
which calls for 80% Federal 
grants-in-aid, is tailored to assist 
communities that: (a) have a 
firm plan for a badly needed 
permanent public facility, (b) 
are able to finance the local 
share of construction, (c) are 
ready to begin almost immedi- 
ate construction, and (d) can 
guarantee that high percentage 
of the construction cost will be 
labor. The goal is to make local 
areas more attractive to indus- 
try by building such facilities 
as sewer plants and municipal 
buildings without over-burden- 
ing the local tax rate. The bill 
is designed to assist economic 
development areas, major labor 
market areas and “pockets of 
poverty” that have a history of 
persistent unemployment reach- 
ing the level of 8.75% or higher. 
Silmilar legislation proved high- 
ly successful in the early 60's.

A privately-financed organiza- 
tion of citizens has weighed the 
nation’s 50 staté legislatures in 
the balances and has tound 
them wanting. 

These 50 assemblies, says 
the Citizens Conference on State 
Legislatures, “are the heart of 
the governmental system of the 
United States.” But they “stand 
high on the list of institutions 
that need reform.” 

These words after the Citizens 
Conference, armed with more 
than $175,000 in grants and don- 
ations — mostly from the Ford 
Foundation — completed a first- 
of-a-kind examination of just 
how effectively the state legis- 
latures operate. 

Not what they turn out, but 
their abilities to make decisions 
according to how they're organ- 
ized, structured, ruled and 
staffed. 

The results announced Feb. 3 
are a far cry from the custom- 
ary “parade of anecdotes and 
horror stories designed to play 
upon the public’s natural dis- 
trust of anything government- 
al” — the kind of expose stuff 
one usually associates with lit- 
erature on state governments. 

Instead, the Citizens Confer- 
ence evaluation is cool, and fac- 
tual, as exactly measured as 
a printer’s pica rule, 

Its intent it to see jtist 
where the 50 states legisla- 
tures stand in comparison 
with each other in five cat- 
egories: Functional, Ac- 
countable, Informed,  In- 
pendent, and Representa- 
tive. From that you can 
get the acronym, FAIR. 

Illinois comes up in the 
balances with a pretty 
FAIR rating, Its operating 
machinery judged across 
all five criteria make it the 
third most efficient legis- 
lature in the U.S. 

California pulls down the best 
marks, followed by New York. 
The states trailing Illinois in 
the top 10 are Florida, Wiscon- 
sin, Iowa, Hawaii, Michigan, 
Nebraska and Minnesota. 

Some Illinois neighbors don’t 
fare so well. Kentucky is 3lst, 
Missouri 35th and Indiana 40th. 

Illinois ranked high to well 
above median in all five cat- 
egories. 

Its “independent” rating was 
second only to Florida's. This 
means control over its own ac- 
tivities, freedom from the ex- 
ecutive branch and power for 
overseeing state government. 


Illinois is fourth in ac- 
countability — the degree 
to which a legislature ful- 
fills duties entrusted to it 
by voters. A big factor here 
is just how well the public 
is able to understand the 
actions and procedures of 
its elected representatives. 

The Conference also de- 
cided that, compared to 
their colleagues elsewhere, 
Illinois legislators are well 
informed about’ what 
they’re doing, The federal 
assembly ranks sixth in 
ability to command and use 
important information. 

Ilinois slipped to 13th in 
the “representativeness” of 
its legislature — how well 
it reflects the variety of its 
population, The Conference 
feels that single-member 
districts are vital in this 
category, which probably 
explains Illinois’ position. 
How well does the Illinois 

legislature function? Does it 
have the necessary staff, fac- 
ilities, time and workable pro- 
cedures to do a bang-up job of 
deliberation? The ranking here 
is 17th, and such states as ‘Ha- 
waii (2). and. New Mexico (3) 
are considered superior to Illin- 
ois. 

We get high marks from the 
Conference for annual sessions 
— instead of the old biennial 
system — strong research staff 
support, improvements s ince 
1965, reapportionment and “the 
unusual degree of legislative 
openness and accessibility to 
the public.” 

But not so good are things 
like the size of the House (the 
Conference recommends it be 
cut from 177 to 100 members), 
minority representation on maj- 
or committees, and the lack of 
private office spaces for legis- 
lators. 

The Citizens Conference says 
Illinois is so deeply imbedded 
in issues involving the federal 
government that it ought to 
open a fulltime office in Wash- 
ington. 

The Prairie State’s D.C. staff 
could “be an effective commun- 
ication between legislature, fed- 
eral agencies and the state's 
congressional delegation.” 

Which suggests a new version 
of the state song: 

“To thy rivers gently flow- 
ing, Illinois Illinois, 

“Add Potomac and Patuxent, 
Illinois, Tlinois. 


Answers by Internal Revenue to 
Frequently Asked Tax Questions 


(Internal Revenue Service) 


Q) I need more tax forms. 
Where can I get them? 

A) Any local IRS office should 
have the forms you need. 

Many banks and post offices 
also stock the most frequently 
used forms. 

To avoid processing and re- 
fund delays, don’t forget to take 
the name label off the cover of 
your 1040 tax package and put 
it on the Form 1040 you file. 

Q) Will any IRS office 
compute my tax for me? 

A) No, the tax computation is 
done at the IRS regional serv- 
ice center where the returns 
are processed. 

If you wish to have the IRS 
compute your tax, complete all 
the appropriate lines on your 
return and then mail it to IRS 
as you have in the past. 

Be sure to attach all neces- 
sary schedules, 

Only those who have $20,000 
or less income consisting of 
salaries, wages, dividends, in- 
terest, pension or annuities and 
claim the standard deduction, 
qualify to have IRS compute 
their tax. 

If you meet these require- 
ments and are entitled to a re- 
tirement income credit, follow 
the instructions at the top of 
Schedule R, attach it to your 
return, and the credit will be 
computed by IRS. 

Q) Pm taking care of my 
mother’s tax returns this 
year. What special benefits 
is she entitled to by being 
over 65? 

A) The tax benefits for older 
Americans are explained in a 
free booklet by that name 
which is available at IRS of- 
fices... 

Send a postcard to your Dis- 
trict Director and ask for Pub- 
lication 554. 

Q) Who can file as head of 
household? 

'A) Several types of taxpay- 
ets may qualify for the special 
head of household tax rates. 

They include taxpayers who 

* maintain a household for some- 
one else, widows and widowers, 


and married persons living 
apart. 

Details on who qualifies as 
a head of household are given 
on Page 4 of the 1040 instruc- 
tions. 

Q I was out of work sev- 
eral months last year and re- 
ceived unemployment bene- 
fits. Do I have to include 
them with the rest of my 
income? 

A) No, unemployment bene- 
fits are not taxable and do not 
have to be reported. 

Q) My son now buys most 
of his clothes with what he 
makes on his after school 
job. Will this cause any 
change in his dependency 
status, 

A) If you are referring to the 
support test, the fact your son 
buys his own clothes will prob- 
ably not disqualify him. 

Included in support are food, 
medical and educational ex- 
penses as well as clothing. 

If you provide more than half 
the cost of these items, your 
son will still qualify as your de- 
pendent under the support test. 

Q) Which of my home ex- 
penses can I deduct? 

A) Homeowners may deduct 
the real' estate taxes paid on 
their property and interest 
portion of mortgage payments. 

Utility costs, repair and main- 
tenance expenses are not de- 
ductible. 

Improvements to a home are 
considered capital expenditures 
and may be added to the prop- 
erty’s basis. 

Q) I got a statement from 
my bank showing how 
much my savings account 
earned last year. Should I 
send it in with my 1040? 

A) No, the statement is only 
for your records. The bank has 
also sent the IRS a copy. 

If your total interest income 
in 1970 was under $100 just en- 
ter it on line 14 of your Form 
1040. 

If it was over $100, itemize 
using Schedule B and enter the 
total on line 14.

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Improved Utilization of Illinois Public, 
Private Colleges Is Key Goal of Phase Ill 


Some portions of the Master Plan for 
Higher Education in Illinois have been discon- 
certing because they seemed to impose arbitrary 
SIU-SW development ‘restrictions which can be 
harmful to the otherwise bright prospects for 
development of southwestern Illinois. [nsistence 
on a junior college system related to the over- 
worked property tax base is another example of 
less-than-masterful state planning. 

But advance word on Master Plan Phase 
Ill, for which public hearings will be held in 
March, indicates that it may be sound and con- 
structive. For one thing, it will try to come to 
grips with a serious Illinois higher education 
problem, the cost squeeze which has seen many 
Private colleges close, curtail services or ex- 
perience sharp enrollment declines. 

James Holderman, executive director of 
the Illinois Board of Higher Education, says 
Phase III will call on public and. private institu- 
tions to cooperate as a “‘collegiate common 
market, attaining maximum utility of resources 
and effort—and minimizing, if not altogether 
eliminating traditional barriers among and be- 
tween colleges and universities. 

“Somewhere within the system that Illinois 
has available to it, we ought to have at least one 
superlative program in every field. But no 
longer can we afford the luxury of each cam- 
pus secking a comprehensive status. No longer 
can all colleges and universities be all things to 
all men. Each will have to concentrate as centers 
of excellence in specific and limited areas, as a 
part of an integrated system, sharing with other 
colleges and universities, regardless of the gov- 
erning structures.”’ 

Proposals inchide a planned enrollment 
Proportion for the private sector, rather than 
continuing deterioration of the role of private 
colleges; direct financial grants to supplement 
scholarship programs at private colleges; shar- 
ing of facilities, programs, resources and person- 
nel; formation of regional “cooperatives” to 
broaden educational-cultural-community activi- 
ties and experiences for students and commu- 
nities; development of statewide library and 
computer network; and “registration inter- 
changeability to effect maximum ease in trans- 
ferability.”” 

Parts of Phase III are likely to prove con- 
troversial. But there is sure to be wide support 
for the objective of the greatest possible educa- 
tional-cultural opportunities for all of the 11,- 
113,976 people of Illinois through more effec- 
tive use oftheir more than 120 centers of higher 
learning. ° 


The decision by the ,Army to grant an 
easement for the Great River Road through the 
Army Depot property was extremely good 
news. Almost equally important is the govern- 
ment's willingness to handle the removal of util- 
ity lines, streets, sewers, railroad tracks and 
other obstacles from the area where the high- 
way will be built. 

Southward extension of the river highway 
to Venice, and a link with the proposed exten- 
sion of 12th Street in Madison, are vital to ef- 
ficient handling of both local traffic and through 
traffic, and could be a stimulus to industrial ex- 
pansion through easier access to sites. 

Congressman Melvin Price and Robert 
Kronst, chief engineer of Illinois Highway Dis- 
trict Eight, have appropriately kept a close and 
helpful watch on the progress of the project. 

The timetable now calls for the Army 
Corps of Engineers to carry out the eight-month 
task of clearing the highway site this year, and 
for the road extension to be a part of the state's 
1972 work schedule. 

Because there is no time for delay if such 
timing is to be met, we trust that both Cong. 
Price and Mr. Kronst will remain in constant 
contact with the progress of Federal Aid Route 
Sit. 


Decimals in Britain; Meters in U. S. Next? 


On June 6, 1944,'"D' Day,” Allied forces 
left Great Britain and invaded the coast of Eu- 
rope, leading to the ending of World War II 
the following year. Today, Feb. 15, 1971, the 
United Kingdom is the scene of another “D 
Day,” the conversion from shillings to a decimal 


monetary system. 

The pound, worth 2.4 American dollars, 
remains the basis of British money. But instead 
of consisting of 20 shillings, each worth 12 
pence, the pound is now divided into 100 new 
pence, each worth 2.4 old pence. 

While U. S. pennies and British pence 
had been of comparable value, they no longer 
are; but each country now has an almost identi- 
cal decimal system for its coins, simplifying 
arithmetic and record keeping and eventually 
leading to less monetary confusion, although 
there was an abundance of confusion during to- 
day's changeover. 

Now that nearly all of the world has 
achieved decimalization, and is fast on its way 
toward making the metric system the standard 
method of weight and measure, Great Britain is 
making plans to adopt the latter system by 
1975. This poses the question of when and 
whether the United States will schedule its own 
metric “M Day."* 


Abandonment of inches, miles, ounces, 
pounds, pints and gallons is regarded as inevit- 
able. It may be mighty difficult to forget about 
the “four-minute mile” in racing, but at least 
there will be an opportunity to whistle at girls 
with 105-70-105 dimensions — centimeters, 
that is.

Nearly 600 Bills Introduced in Congress on Consumer Protection

President Richard M. Nixon, 
like his two immediate prede- 
cessors, has emphasized four 
basic rights of the consumer: 
The right to be informed, the 
right to safety, the right to 
choose, and the right to be 
heard. 

To these four rights, the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States has added a fifth, 
the right of the consumer to 
quality and integrity in the mar- 
ketplace. 

We are all consumers; we all 
want integrity and quality in the 
things we buy. 

We want food products that 
we know are wholesome, pure 
and fresh. We want wearing 
apparel that will give us wear. 

We want products in general 
that will serve the purpose for 
which they are intended, that 
will stand up well in use—and 
on which we can get quick and 
dependable service when need- 
ed. 
And our demands for quality 
in products extend to services 
as well—and indeed to the very 
way goods and services are of- 
fered for sale. 

In the past 20 years, pro- 
duction of consumer goods 
and services in this coun- 


try has more than doubled, 

U, S. Department of Com- 

merce statistics show. 

In some cases, however, 
the quality of the goods and 
services has not kept pace 
with the quantity. 

To correct the situation, some 
people feel that more federal 
laws are needed. Nearly .600 
bills on consumer protection 
were introduced in the 91st Con- 
gress. 

The business community feels 
that there is a better way than 
the legislative route to improve 
consumer satisfaction—a do-it- 
yourself plan for business, 
which involves no cost to the 
taxpayer. 

Under his program, the Na- 
tional Chamber has adopted a 
10-point Business-Consumer Re- 
lations Code. Many manufac- 
turing, marketing and service 
firms ‘across the country have 
already pledged to put this code 
into effect: The Chamber is 
urging others to do so. 

In a letter to the Chamber, 
President Nixon said: 

“The initiative of the Améri- 
can business community in es- 
tablishing this program is deep- 
ly heartening. The interests of 
the consumer will be vastly bet-.

ter served if manufacturers and 
retailers are prepared to dis- 
charge the full measure of their 
obligation freely and willingly 
than if they hesitate until they 
are compelled to act. 

“Even the federal govern- 
ment’s efforts to ensure fair- 
ness between buyer and seller 
can only be effective with the 
cooperation and ready support 
of individual businessmen.” 

The code is worth your read- 
ing. It reveals the nature and 
scope of the consumer problem. 
Under this code, business re- 
affirms its responsibility to: 

1. Protect the health and 
safety of consumers in the de- 
sign and manufacture of prod- 
ucts and the provisions of con- 
sumer services. 

2. Produce goods that meet 
the high standards of quality at 
the lowest reasonable price, 

3. Seek out the informed 
views of consumers to help 
assure customer satisfaction 
from the earliest stages of 
product planning. 

4. Simplify, clarify and 
honor product warranties 
and guarantees. 

5. Maximize the quality 
and fair pricing of product 
servicing and repairs. 


6. Eliminate frauds and de- 
ceptions from the marketplace. 

7. Ensure that sales person- 
nel are familiar with product 
capabilities and limitations and 
that they fully respond to con- 
sumer needs for such informa- 
tion. 

8. Provide consumers with 
objective information about 
products, services, and the 
workings of the marketplace. 

9. Facilitate wide and 
sound value comparisons in 
choice of products. 

10. Provide effective 
channels for receiving and 
acting on consumer com- 
plaints and suggestions. + 
Consumerism is both a chal- 

lenge and an-opportunity to bus- 
inessmen. 

By facing up squarely to the 
consumer problem and dealing 
with it positively—and with a 
growing sense“of responsibility 
—businessmen will gain more 
satisfied customers. 

At the same time, business- 
men will be contributing to the 
general good of the consumers 
— and will thus be benefiting 
themselves, as consumers, as 
businessmen and as citizens. 


Sniffing of Glue or Solvents Is Linked to Fatal Effect on Heart 


(American Association for the Advancement of Science) 


Approximately 110 young 
people have died suddenly after 
inhaling airplane glue vapors, 
aerosol propellants, and the 
fumes of certain organic solv- 
ents. 

Although the fatal mechan- 
ism is unknown, the sudden- 
ness of the deaths and the abs- 
ence of significant findings at 
autopsy pointed to fatal altera- 
tions in the rhythm of the 
heartbeat as the immediate 
cause of death. 

To test-this possibility, cardi- 
ologists George J. Taylor and 
Willard S. Harris of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois Hospital in 
Chicago studied the electro- 
cardiographic effects of glue- 


sniffing in mice and reported 
their findings in “Science.” 
Anaesthetized mice were 
hooked up to electrocardio- 
graphs and breathed airplane 
glue fumes from a large plas- 
tic ‘bag coated with commer- 
cial glues. Control mice, also 
anaesthetized, breathed room 
air from a plastic bag. 
During a 10-minute inhala- 
tion of glue fumes, the heart 
rate slowed noticeably and the 
interval between P and R heart 
waves increased. These changes 
were absent in the ECG pat- 
tern of the control mice. 
Moreover, partial heart block 
developed in mice that had 
been sniffing glue, and prog- 
ressed to complete heart block 


and death in one group of mice. 
Substituting the organic solvent 
toluene for glue evoked similar 
responses. 

Because human victims 
of glue or solvent inhalation 
usually die suddenly and 
away from medical fa- 
cilities, electrocardiograms 
showing their cardiac rhy- 
thms just before and at the 
time of death have not been 
made, 

Taylor and Harris point out 
that their results obtained with 
mice may not be directly appli- 
cable to humans, But’ if they 
are, they, suggest that slowing 
of the heart rate or heart block 
should be considered as possi- 
ble mechanisms leading to sud- 


den death when humans sniff 

glue or solvents. 
Prompt resuscitative meas- 
ures, such as external, 
cardiac massage and mouth- 
to-mouth respiration, may 
be particularly helpful in 
reviving victims of acute 
inhalation of solvents by 
eliminating the volatile 
fumes and relieving the 


asphyxia. 

Susceptible people, such as 
those with leukemia or other 
diseases of cardiac pacemaking 
or impulse conducting tissue, 
may suffer sudden death from 
unintentional exposure to high 
concentrations of such substan- 
ces as toluene in the atmos- 
phere.

A perfect solution would be 
to contact the Illinois State 
Bar Association’s Lawyer Re- 
ferral Service. 

This office was established 
last June to help Illinois resi- 
dents who can afford to pay.a 
reasonable fee for legal ser- 
vices find a competent lawyer. 
Illinois is, one of only a few 
states to operate this type of 
service on a statewide basis. ~ 

‘The ISBA recognized that 
there are a variety of reasons 
why some people are reluctant 
to contact a lawyer. 

Many are not! personally. ac- 
quainted with a lawyer, Others 
are not aware that a lawyer 
can be an integral part of their 
lives, like the family doctor, 
dentist or minister. 

Some are afraid to approach 
a lawyer because they don’t 
know how much he will charge. 

Other people are not sure 
their problem is a legal oné un- 
til it is too late, and many 
times new residents haven't as 
yet had a chance to locate a 
lawyer in their community. 

Whatever the reason for the 
hesitance, ISBA’s statewide 
Lawyer Referral Service was 
established to alleviate some of 
these common problems. 

When people wait too long 
before they seek the advice 
of a lawyer, problems often 
become more complex and 
result in expensive litiga- 
tion. 

Many local bar assciations 
operate their own referral ser- 
vices. The ISBA’s statewide 
program is designed to serve 
those areas of the state in 
which a formalized service does 
not exist. It operates from ISBA 
headquarters in Springfield. 

If you want the name of 
an attorney to assist you 
with a specific legal prob- 
lem, you may call the toll- 
free number 800-252-8916 in 
Springfield. 5 

The office is open 8:30 
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am, to 5 p.m. Monday 
through Friday. A recep- 
tionist will ask you the city 
in which you reside and to 
briefly explain the nature 
of your problem. This in- 
formation is kept in the 
strictest confidence, 

‘The receptionist then will fur- 
nish the name and telephone 
number of an attorney in your 
area. 

If there is a lawyer referral 
service already in operation 
through a local bar association, 
the receptionist will refer you 
to that number. You then set up 
your own appointment date and 
time. 

The first-half hour session 
with the attorney will cost 
no more than $10 and you 
have no further obligation 
to retain the attorney for 
additional services unless 
you wish to do so. Some 
people find a solution to 
their problems during this 
first interview. If you de- 
cide to retain the lawyer 
for additional work, you 
should diséuss his custom- 
ary charges for future 
work. 

ISBA spokesmen stress that 
this statewide referral service 
is not a free legal advice 
bureau for persons who can’t 
afford attorneys. 

The service is designed to 
help individuals and families 
who require private legal as- 
sistance. 

The administrative costs of 
the program are paid by partic- 
ipating lawyers. 

All those enrolled in the pro- 
gram are members in good 
standing of the Bar of Illinois. , 
Their names are arranged al-{ 
phabetically and are given out; 
on a rotating basis,

“Falling Money” May 
Land in Library Fund 


“Don’t drop money around 
Southern [Illinois University 
Friends of the Library presi- 
dent, J. Homer Kennedy,” one 
of his board bers warns, 
‘He has a falling money 
fund.’ "” 

At a monthly meeting this 
winter, Mrs, Frank Godfrey of 
Edwardsville cautioned another 
feminine board member joking- 
ly, “Better not let Homer es- 
cort-you to your door if you 
aren’t prepared to part with 
any money that might fall from 
your purse while you're fum- 
bling for your door key. This 
happened to me and he was 
right there to pick up two one 
dollar bills."” 

It all began last September 
when Kennedy, also president 
of the Edwardsville National 
Bank and Trust Co., expressed 
a wish that during his term as 
president the SIU Friends of 
the Library earn $5,000. 

As a starter, he suggested 
that members put any money 
they dropped between meetings 
into a ‘falling money fund.” 

Over $145 Raised 

More than $145 has been 
raised via this route. When the 
“collection plate’’ was passed 
at the last board meeting and 
more than $26 was counted, one 
member facetiously suggested 
that Mr. Kennedy might make 
his $5,000 goal with “drop” 
money. 

On one occasion a $56 check 
was put into the fund by a 
member who earned it on jury 
duty, figuring it was money 
that had just “fallen into my 
lap.” 

Another drop resulted from a

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Corn Blight May Be 
Avoided, Advisor Says 


One of the big questions Mad- 
ison county ‘farmers face as 
they plan their 1971 cropping 
program is: What can I do to 
minimize the risks of another 
southern corn leaf blight at- 
tack? 

The one good answer to an 
individual farmer is to plant all 
his corn acreage with a hybrid 
resistant to blight, Warren W. 
Bundy, Madison County farm 
advisor, reports. 

“But ‘that is not a good an- 
swer for all farmers because 
there is not enough such seed 
available,” he adds. 

“Many farmers will accept a 
blend of resistant and suscepti- 
ble seed and will consider 
themsleves fortunate to get 
eough of it to meet their 
needs,” he said. 

Farmers Reluctant 

“Most farmers are reluctant 
to accept susceptible hybrids. 
Among the crop alternatives 
they will consider are soybeans, 
grain sorghum, F-2 resistant 
single cross seed, small grains, 
and the farm’ set-aside pro- 
gram, Bundy stated. 

The economics of those alter- 
natives will be discussed in de- 
tail. at. the Madison County 
agronomy day program at 10 
a.m. Thursday, in the Farm 
Bureau building in Edwards- 
ville. 

Ed Burns, University of. Illi- 
nois plant pathologist, reports 
that infections by blight on 


_ corn in Florida are at about 


the same levels now as they 
were at this time a year ago. 
He has recent pictures of Flor- 
ida corn which show severe 
blight damage now. 

Northward movement of fun- 
gus spores will probably be 
restricted somewhat by limited 
planting of susceptible corn in 
southern states. Specialists 
Alabama and Georgia recom- 
mend F-2 resistant seed in pre- 
ference to susceptible varieties, 
according to Burns. 

Warning System 

Extension plant pathologists 
in many states. have established 
the “Dixie Warning Service” to 
monitor plant diseases and to 
give us a better report on 
their progress than we have 
had in past years. 

Burns’ research studies in 
Illinois surviving the fungus is 
still surviving in infected de- 
bris from the 1970 harvest. He 
says extreme cold weather 
may lower survival to some 
degree, ‘Research also shows 
that the blight organism can 
remain alive—but dormant—in 
stored corn,’ Burns said. “The 
organism is not harmful to live- 
stock,” he added. 

The fungus is carried both 
inside and outside the seed. 
Ofdinary seed treatments 
cleared for use on corn will not 
eradicate the fungus’ inside. 
John Tuite, Purdue University 
plant pathologist, reports that 
hot water treatment will kill 
the seed before the fungus. 

Development of southern corn 
leaf blight in 1971 will be great- 
ly afected by the weather. Un- 
der ideal conditions, _ blight 
spores can multiply rapidly and 
serious problems could develop 
earlier than in 1970, Bundy 
said.

New Medical School Begins 
Community Health Planning 


Southern Illinois University’s 
School of Medicine has set a 
three-day workshop for per- 
sons who will help the medical 
school plan for community-level 
health care programs. 

The Feb. 18-20 session on the 
Carbondale campus will intro- 
duce the invited participants— 
downstate residents and SIU 
faculty members — to a tech- 
nique of planning and organiza- 
tion called “Key Factor Analy- 
sis.”” 

Michael Rainey of the SIU 
sociology department, one of 
the organizers, described it as 
“an off-shoot of general sys- 
tems theory — a way of per- 
ceiving the world and getting 
rational answers to common 
problems.”” 

For their introduction to the 
theory of logic behind Kay Fac- 
tor Analysis, work-shoppers will 
spend six straight hours each 
day behind the closed daprs of 
SIU’s University Center ‘River 
Rooms. 

Irwin Jarrett, faculty chair- 
man of the Business Division at 
SIU’s-Southwestern campus, will 
be overall director. 

Rainey said workshoppers 
will be split into small planning 
groups of 10 members or so. It 
is hoped that they will stay to- 
gether as “planning families” 
after the workshop session i 
self. 


Similar organizing __ efforts 
have knitted together planning 
teams in the Springfield area, 
site of the SIU Medical School 
clinical center. 

Rainey said the object of the 
preparatory sessions is to help 
participants “‘Jearn how to 
plan.” 

As part of its Medical School 
program, SIU has proposed de- 
velopment of a community 
health care network linked to 
major medical centers in South- 
ern and Central Illinois. 

The Springfield clinical cam- 
pus also is to be a hub for con- 
tinuing education services for 
practicing physicians,

Group Soliciting Funds 


Illinois Attorney General Wil- John J. Lowrey of Attorney Gen- 
liam J. Scott has sued Paul eral Scott's Charitable Trusts 
* and Solicitations Division acted 
for Scott in filing the suit. 


Zipper, professional fund raiser, 
and other officers of the Fund to 
Aid Children of United States 
Servicemen Killed in Vietnam, 
charging that the fund-raisers 
have turned over only 20 per- 
cent of the money they collected 
to the American Legion. 

Money collected for the Fund 
was to be paid to the Legion’s 
Needy Vietnam Veterans Chil- 
dren Aid Program. 

Scott's suit, filed in Cook 
County Circuit Court, charged 
that $15,000 was collected for the 
fund, but only $2,760 was paid to 
the Legion's children’s aid pro- 
gram. 

Attorney General Scott asked 
the court to order the defend- 
ants to pay the Legion an addi- 
tional $5,000 to bring the amount 
to at least 50 percent of the 
gross amount contributed to the 
Fund. 

Other Defendants 

Defendants, in addition to Zip- 
per, Fund secretary, treasurer 
and director, are: William J. 
Sullivan, Fund president and di- 
rector; Ina Linda Zipper, Fund 
director; and the Boulevard Em- 
ployment Service, Inc., and 
Western Surety Co. 

Scott said the Fund solicited 
funds on May 25, 1970, and on 
June 8 through June 12, 1970 “by 
and through professional solici- 
tors employed by defendants 
William J. Sullivan, Paul Zip- 
per, and Ina Linda Zipper. 

This solicitation was conduct- 
ed through Boulevard Employ- 
ment Services, Inc, of which 
Paul Zipper was vice-president. 
Zipper recruited high school and 
college age students who solicit- 
ed funds door to door in residen- 
tial and suburban areas. They 
were paid $1.71 an hour, or $60 
per week. Approximately five 
percent of the funds collected 
were to bt used for transporta- 
tion. 

Boulevard Employment Serv- 
ice, Inc., was to be paid 75 cents 
per hour for each student hired, 
or $300 per solicitor if employ- 
ment continued for at least one 
month, Scott explained 

On June 15, 1970, Fund direc- 
tors voted to end solicitations 
and make final distribution ‘of 
all funds collected, less ex- 
penses. 

On Dec. 23, 1970, Sullivan, 
Fund president and president of 
Boulevard Employment Service, 
Inc., filed a report with the 
Illinois Attorney General’s office 
purporting to show contribu. 
tions, expenses, and a receipt 
for the $2,760 for money turned 
over to the American Legion. 

Scott said the report indicated 
gross contributions of $12,172, 
“when in fact said contributions 
were approximately $15,000.” 

The Attorney General's suit 
charges that defendants acted 
“falsely and fraudulently” in 
failing to distribute an equitable 
share of the funds collected to 
needy children of United States 
Servicemen killed in Vietnam. 

Scott asked for a full account- 
ing of all money collected for 
the Fund, and for the court to 
order Zipper and the Western 
Surety Co. which has bonded 
him for $5,000 to pay the addi- 


-tional $5,000 to the American 


Legion. 

Attorney General Scott said 
his office intends “‘to strike hard 
at people who take advantage of 
public sympathy for a worthy 
cause, but then keep most of 
the money for themselves.””
